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Concordia University's New Hindu Studies Chair 
Delivers Her Inaugural Lecture

University's recently appointed Hindu Studies Chair, will deliver her 
inaugural lecture, entitled "Let's Talk About Hinduism", on April 17, 1996. 
The public lecture will take place in the Henry F. Hall Building, Alumni 
Auditorium, Room H-110, at 8:00 p.m. 


A distinguished Sanskrit scholar, Dr. T.S. Rukmani left India in 1993, after 30 
years of teaching at the University of Delhi, to embark on a mission to bring 
what she calls a "proper perspective" on Hinduism to Westerners and members 
of the Indian community living in the West. 


Dr. Rukmani's academic career has concentrated on critical issues pertaining 
to Hinduism and Indian philosophy all based on original Sanskrit sources. She 
is also well known for her involvement with Indian and international women's 
Organizations, and has a wide interest in women issues as well as 
environmental ethics. At Concordia, she is currently developing a course on 
the Hindu Diaspora, examining how Hindus have survived and thrived around 
the world. 


Rukmani holds a double doctorate and is the only academic in the 70-year-old 
University of Delhi's Sanskrit Department to be awarded its highest degree of 
Doctor of Literature. She is also the recipient of the prestigious Delhi 
Sanskrit Academy Award for 1992, and has published seven books and many 
research papers on Indian thought.
